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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Dwek reference allows for the accessing of 
songs and playlists from the same screen, such that different child objects are accessed at the same time, without having to go through 
the child's respective parents. The association links are displayed in the accessing of the child objects themselves. The hierarchical tree 
shows the linking to one another, and its accessing constitutes the association links. The non-prohibition of this feature is not relevant, 
since the utility of Dwek's invention lies in the easy accessing of parent/child objects, and is thus an advantageous feature. Motivation to 
combine the Dwek and Stefik references lie in the fact that both inventions may be embodied in the same medium, and are thus related 
to the same problem of an efficient user entertainment module, aided by a computer network. 
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
